tions. The  crop  has  l»een  immense,  largely  in 
excess  nf  past  years,  and  th*  quantity  arriv- 
ing iniij  in  this  city  trom  New  .ler*ey,  Dela- 
ware and  Maryland  is  astonishing.  On  the 
Jersej  railroads  about  h»o  freight  cars  are 
daily  arriving  at  the  depots  opposite  this  ci- 
ty, tilled  with  peaches,  and  as  each  car  car- 
ies about  l-~>(>  baskets,  the  total  quantity  sum*, 
up  nearly  lj,0»>0  baskets  a  day.  A  good  por- 
tion, however,  is  immediately  res  hipped  and 
sent  to  Boston,  although  the  largest  part  is 
consumed  in  this  city  The  price  ranges 
from  seventy-live  cents  to  one  dollar  and  n 
quarter  per  basket,  according  to  quality, 
some  very  inferior  selling  as  low  as  SUIT 
t  ents  per  bushel  These  latter  are  generally 
bought  up  by  "licensed  venders"  and  nil 
through  streets  where  tenement  houses  "do 
most  abound"  the  cries  of  these  itinerant 
hurksfrs  can  be  heard  from  mom  to  night, 
'Pe-e-e  ches  -three  cents  a  quart."  and  wo- 
men and  children  ere  eagerly  buying  at  this 
unusually  b.w  rale  Yesterday  the  New  Jer- 
sey railroad  alone  brought  ninety  car  loads  of 
peaches  t,,  .l^r-v  City,  most  of  which  were 
from  the  following  stations  in  Delaware  and 
Maryland: — laurel,  l.iUm  baskets;  Seaford.

Until  there  is  tome  evidence  of 
the  truth  of  this  sensational  narrative,  it 
IMfll  be  received  merely  as  the  coinage  of  an 
authoress  paid  in  proportion  to  the  coromo-  j 
tion  so  filthy  e  crest  ion  may  well  produce,  j 
m  M  I  figment  of  the  suspicious  imRginc- 
tion  of  a  wife  who  had  only  too  good  rea- 
son to  be  jealous,  and  whose  morbid  fancy, 
half  crazed,  at  last  drove  her  to  doubt  the 
chastity  of  the  only  pure  love  Byron  ever 
knew — that  for  his  sister,  the  Lady 
Augusta  Leigh.  Mrs.  Stowe  does 
not  deign  to  give  us  uny  evidence 
othev  than  the  dialogue  between 
Adah  and  LurirFR.  in  Bybon '•  Cain,  in 
which  the  former  revolts  at  the  prediction 
of  the  iatter  tha*  the  love  she  borp  to  her 
brother  Cain  would  come  to  be  regarded 
as  sinful  in  he.  children,  and  this  the  au- 
thoress parades  as  Byron's  defense  of  his 
own  abominable  alleged  crime.  And 
7et  bed  he  beep  guiity,  and  suffer- 
ing h  remorse  which  embittered  his 
whole  after  existence,  as  Mrs.  StoWE 
insinuates,  he  would  naturally  hnve 
loathed  nil  allusion  to  such  I  subject, 
studiously  avoided  it  and  have  fled  from  it, 
instead  of  drawing  attention  nnd  sur-picion 
tc  hinneif  by  treating  of  it  and  defending 
it,  through  Adah,  as  not  sinful  per  .<w,  and 
therefore  impossible  to  be  made  sin- 
ful by  mere  prohibition.  But  as 
>Jra.  SlO"WE  adduces  no  other  evi- 
dence than  this.  Tr'nirh  would  seem 
to  confute  rather  than  confirm  her 
own  statement,  it  bj  more  than  probable 
that  Lady  Byron  herself  had  noth- 
ing more  than  this  upon  which  to  rest  the 
charge  Mrs.  Sto we  places  in  her  hps  and 
which  we  believe  and  choose  to  treat  as  an 
atrocious  calumny.

mother  had  driven  him  disgusted  from 
her,  if*  impossible  to  believe  without  the 
most  irrefragible  evidence  and  of  evi- 
dence of  any  kind  there  is  not  a  scintilL;. 
Mr=  Stowf  alleges  that  this  nauseous  story 


of  the  New  York  Sun 
Hon.  Geo.  H.  Pbn- 
dleton,  and  found  that  gentleman  more 
communicative  than  he  was  on  s  similar 
occasion  more  than  a  year  ago.  Mr.  Pen- 
dleton did  not  expect  the  nomination  by 
the  Democratic  Central  Committee,  but 
!  having  been  gratified  frequently  by  the 
|  party  in  every  nomination  he  had  ever 
asked  at  its  hand*,  when  nominated  against 
his  own  wishes  he  had  no  option  but  to 
accept,  which  he  did  in  full  view  of  all  the 
consequences.  Mr.  Pendleton  is  hope- 
ful, anticipating  success.  He  approves 
Mr.  BoUTWKLL  S  course  so  far  ax  the  mere 
purchase  of  the  bonds  i*  concerned,  but 
objects  to  the  eoutrnctiou  of  the  currcucy 
and  the  payment  for  the  bonds  of  more 
than  their  par  value.  He  adheres  to  his 
policy  of  pn3'ing  off  the  debt  iu  greenbacks, 
but  never  desired  or  advocated  theinsueof 
three  hundred  millions  iu  greenbacks. 
He  proposes  to  obtain  the  greenbacks  with 
which  to  purchase  the  bonds  in  the  first 
place  by  retrenchment  and  reform,  and  in 
the  second  place  by  the  issue  of  greenbacks 
uutil  the  volume  of  the  currency  shall 
stand  thf  same  as  when  the  debt  was  crea- 
ted. In  this  way  the  debt  could  be  paid 
in  a  reasonable  time  without  any  undue 
expansion  of  the  currency.  He  is  opposed 
to  repudiation,  and  merely  proposes  to  re- 
deem the  pledges  of  the  government  ac- 
cording to  the  law  that  makes  the  princi- 
pal of  the  Five-Twenty  bonds  payable  in 
lawful  money,  which  he  understands  to 
mean  greenbacks.  He  advocates  a  tariff 
for  revenue  purposes  sufficient  to  defray 
the  expense  of  an  economical  administra- 
tion of  the  Government,  and  such  I  tariff 
he  thinks  would  be  vastly  lower  in  its  rates 
than  the  one  now  iu  force,  and  which  op- 
erates in  favor  of  the  East  and  to  the  prt'i 
udice  of  the  Wet. 

Mr.  Pendietou  deuie^  boiug  a  r»*-ac 
tionist  or  opposed  to  reasonable  progress. 
In  13G5  he  had  urged  the  Southern  States 
to  admit  negro  testimony  in  the  State 
Courts,  but  had  never  advised  the  South- 
ern people  on  the  cour=ethcy  should  adopt 
in  relation  to  the  question  of  reconstruc- 
tion, believing  them  amply  competent  to 
decide  for  thcm:elves  what  is  best  for  them 
to  do  under  all  the  circumstances.  He 
sincerely  rejoices  iu  the  success  of  thoae 
whom  he  calls  Conservatives  in  Virginia 
and  Tennessee,  and  want?  Andrew  John- 
son sent  to  the  Senate  from  the  latter 
State,  and  thinks  it  would  be  an  act  of  re- 
tributive justice  to  give  him  a  chance  to 
attack  his  opponents  and  ti.iducer*  in  that 
body.  He  had  opposed  negro  suffrage  in 
the  State  of  Ohio,  but  only  opposed  negro 
suffr..ge  in  other  States  on  genpral  princi- 
ples— vv.inted  every  State  to  decide  for  it- 
self, without  coercion  of  any  kind.  On 
this  ground  ho  is  against  the  ratification  of 
the  Fifteenth  Amendment,  and  thinks  the 
people  of  Ohio  are  equally  so.  Did  not 
like  to  «ay  much  about  Grant's  appoint- 
ments, becau-e  when  he  could  not  speak 
respectfully  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  he  preferred  to  remain  silent,  and 
then  he  proceeded  to  designate  GRANT  S 
conduct  in  appointing  men  to  public 
pl.icc-i  whose  only  qualifications  were  that 
they  were  his  relatives  or  had  given  him 
valuable  presents,  ps  infamous.  Never  be- 
lieved Grant  had  a  policy  of  his  own,  nor 
thrt  he  WM  fif  for  the  Presidency.  Mr. 
Pendleton  regards  Hamilton  Fisk  as  a 
very  able  and  cautious  mac,  and  would  not 
himself  b?>.ve  acted  differently  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Alabama  claims  had  he 
been  Secretary  of  State.  But  he  does  not 
think  sufficient  protection  has  been  given 
American  citizens  in  England  and  Cnba. 
Ho  sympathizes  with  the  insurgents  in  the 
latter  island  in  their  effort  to  achieve  na- 
tional 


We  were  certain  there  was  no  fight  in 
that  carpet-bagger  General  Abbott,  who 
blustered  so  in  his  difficulty  with  little 
Spbaoue.

The  WALktK  anti  radical  party  of  V ir 
ginia,  in  the  late  eloetiou  in  that  Stale,  at 
cured  a  large  majority  of  the  members  to 
both  houses  of  the  Legislature,  whereby 
this  party  have  beeu  counting  upon  two 
United  States  Senators.  It  appears  how 
ever,  that  after  deducting  the  Walker 
member*  of  the  Legislature  who  cannot 
take  the  iron-olad  oath  of  loyalty  the 
Wells  radicals  will  have  a  majority  in 
both  branches.

Under  this  process  two  radical  United 
States  Senators  will  be  secured. 

Now,  comparing  this  course  of  tieneral 
Canbv  in  Virginia  with  his  policy  in 
South  Carolina,  it.  would  appear  that  sauce 
for  the  goose  is  not  sauce  for  the  gander. 
Naturally  enough,  says  the  New  York 
Herat  J,  the  Virginia  Walker  patty  are 
much  incensed  against  Geueral  CaWsT, 
We  understand  that  they  have  applied  to 
General  Grant  to  reverse  this  military 
ruling  of  the  district  commander,  but  so 
far  the  President  has  declined  to  interfere. 
But  if  he  should  interfere  and  order  the 
recognition  of  all  the  Walker  members 
of  the  Legislature,  what  would  follow  ? 
The  election  of  two  Walker  liberals  to 
the  national  Senate.  But  what  then  ? 
The  national  Senate  (Radical),  which  is 
the  final  judgo  of  the  elections  and  qualifi- 
cations of  its  own  members  falling  back 
upon  the  iron-clad  oath,  would  doubtless 
reject  these  two  "Walker  Senators ;  and 
here,  we  infer,  is  the  reason  why  (general 
Grant  declines  to  interfere  with  General 
Canbv.

TilF  «  KOi'S 

The  Cincinnati  Vmnnurciui,  ol  Thui^ 
day,  contains  reports  from  the  crops  in  the 
States  of  Pennsylvania,  Ohio  and  Indiana. 
In  Pennsylvania  the  wheat  crop  is  better 
than  it  has  been  for  eight  years.  The 
breadth  of  Inud  sown  wa-  about  the  aver- 
age, but  the  yield  per  acre  large,  and  the 
quality  never  better.  Complaint  was  made 
of  the  wot  weather  during  harvest,  but  no 
material  d  image  w*:«  done.  Of  bailey  and 
oats  the  crop  will  be  above  an  average,  and 
the  quality  of  both  will  he  good.  The 
grasses  of  all  hinds  were  badly  injured,  and 
the  yield  will  be  of  tin  inferior  quality. 
Corn  will  bo  scarce.  Fruit  has  done 
well  with  the  exception  of  apples, 
which  are  small  in  si7e,  imperfect,  and 
have  falleu  off  in  huge  uumbers.  Po- 
tatoes and  vegetables  of  all  sorts  have  done 
well,  the  crop  of  potatoes  bidding  fair  to 
be  the  largest  ever  grown  in  the  State. 

In  <  >hio  the  breadth  of  land  put  down  in 
wheat  was  tVom  one  fourth  to  a  third  great- 
er than  last  year.  'I  he  yield  per  acre  av- 
erages ;it  least  oue-third  more,  and  the 
quality  generally  number  one.  The  wet 
weather  made  the  ground  so  soft  that  ma- 
chinery could  not  be  used  in  cutting,  but 
men  with  cradles  secured  the  crop  in  good 
order.  Of  oats  and  bnrley  there  are  good 
crops,  much  heavier  than  last  year.  In 
the  high  land  corn  does  tolerably  well,  hut 
in  the  bottoms  it  is  choked  with  grass  and 
weeds.  It  will  produce  hardly  half  a  crop, 
and  in  some  localities  is  almost  a  complete 
failure.  Clover  and  all  grasses  injured  by 
the  rains.  Potatoes  very  fine,  but  indica- 
tions of  rot  appearing.  Apples  a  failure, 
bnt  other  fruits  better  than  for  years. 

From  Indiana  the  reports  are  not  quite 
so  favorable,  still  the  wheat  is  ■  larger  crop 
than  usual  and  of  fair  quality :  the  oats 
and  barley  have  don«  well  \  grasses  in  some 
localities  very  heavy  and  in  others  a  fail- 
ure. Corn  short ;  potatoes  doubtful,  and 
fruit  crop  indifferent. 

Cre«swell,  Grant's  Postmaster  Qeav- 
eral,  who  so  fiercely  demands  that  no  per- 
sons elected  in  the  Southern  States  shall 
take  office  without  first  taking  the  iron- 
clad oath,  couldn't  take  it  himself  except 
by  committing  perjury.  After  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war  he  was  one  of  the 
first  to  raise  recruits  in  Maryland  for  the 
Southern  Confederacy.

Engelhard,  in  a  written  commnnieation,  in 
which  they  stated  that  in  nothing  that  had 
appeared  in  the  Journal  was  any  assault  on 
the  private  character  of  General  Abbott  in- 
tended, and  expressing  their  regret  that  it 
had  been  so  construed. 


PVeaMaata  and  Presidents. 

Our  venerated  fathers,  who  drew  up,  jn 
1789,  the  Magna  Cherta  of  our  liberties,  had 
an  idea  that  parhaps  sorae  of  our  Presidents 
might  be— as  was  then  the  case  with  the  rulers 
in  Europe,  and  is  now  to  some  extent — more 
or  less  influenced  by  gifts  or  presents  sent 
them  from  abroad.  They  never  dream sd  that 
any  President  could  be  elected  to  that  high 
office  unless  he  should  be  above  all  petty  con- 
sideration, such  as  those  that  move  o^r  pres- 
ent Chief  Magistrate.  Hence  a  provision 
whs  inserted  in  the  Constitution  forbiddine 
that  officer  from  receiving  any  gift3  from 
prince,  potentate  or  power,  unless  with  the 
sanction  of  Congress.  Mr.  Jefferson  was  the 
first.  President  whom  it  was  proposed  to  hon- 
or in  this  way.  The  Bey  of  Tunis  sent  him 
sorae  fine  Bnrbary  horses :  but  that  pure 
Democrat  refused  ereo  to  Lt  the  matter  be 
brought  up  in  Oor.jress.  The  hones  were 
sold  and  th"  money  placed  iu  the  public 
Treasury  Gifts  were  likewiss  sent  over  for 
Mr.  Van  Buren  during  his  administration 
from  one  of  the  pstty  princes  of  Europe,  and 
a  similar  course  was  pursued  with  respect  to 
their  disposition.  And  while  Mr.  Pierce  wa? 
Chief  Maistrate  an  opportunity  was  furnished 
him  tQ  follow  the  precedent  set  by  the  one 
and  fallowed  by  the  other  former  Presidents  , 
and,  like  a  true  nii>n:  fie  was  governed  by 
a  similar  t-euse  of  duty.  But  does  any  one  be- 
lieve that  IT.  S.  Grant,  with  the  disposition  of 
greed  manifested  by  him  since  he  was  spoken 
of  for  the  Presidency  would  hesitate  to  ad- 
vise his  friends  in  Congress  that  a  special 
bill  passed  for  his  benefit  in  a  similar  ease 
Would  be  acceptable  ?    V/a  Q§ie*  HQi. 

It  is  maintained  that  General  Grant  is 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the  Con- 
stitution in  this  matter  of  giving  out  offices 
as  a  consideration  for  presents  conferred. 
Had  such  a  contingency  been  foreseen  by  the 
wise  men  qf  l?f39,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that 
a  provision  would  have  been  added  to  the 
clause  referred  to,  prohibiting  the  acceptance 
of  gifts  by  the  President,  coming  from  what 
ever  quarter  they  might.  The  object  was  to 
prevent  his  conduct  being  influenced  in  any 
manner  by  considerations  of  money. 

There  is  no  pretense  of  denying  it  ;  £orie, 
Hoar,  Robeson,  men  e.'.l  unknown  to  public 
life  were  nominated  to  high  offices  simply  for 
the  reason  that  thej  had  bestowed  gifts  npon 
his  Excellency.  Aud  herein  we  beg  to  ditUi 
from  those  who  have  written  so  much  to  prove 
that  Borie  is  a  man  of  very  weak  capacity. 
They  are  mistaken.  Borie  has  evinced  a 
knowledge  of  human  character  which  many 
abler  men  do  not  possess.— .Y.  V.  News.

It  will  not  be  ;  urpri.iing  if  from  the  present 
general  mud(!l9  among  the  politicians,  par- 
ties and  factions  of  the  day  we  shall  have  n 
scrub  race,  and  a  very  amusing  scrub  race, 
too,  for  ihe  Presidential  succession.  The  de 
mocracy  of  the  North  are  all  adrift,  the  North 
eru  Republicans  are  wrangling  over  the  split 
in  the  party  down  South,  while  the  Southern 
Democracy  en  masse,  leaders  aud  followers, 
from  Virginia  to  Texas,  have  joined  the  lib 
eral  Southern  Republicans  in  a  new  party  or 
ganization  on  universal  suffrage  (negroes  and 
all)  and  a  general  political  amnesty.  At  the 
same  time  in  the  North,  from  Massachusetts 
to  Kansas,  the  temperance  people  are  organ- 
izing for  independent  action  in  behalf  of  the 
suppression  of  whiskey,  while  the  women's 
rights  women  are  moving  heaven  and  earth 
in  the  cause  of  woman  suffrage,  and  the  la- 
bor leagues,  numbering  the  members  by  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  are  inevitably  tending  to 
a  new  political  movement  as  a  balance  of 
power  between  the  two  great  parties  of  the 
day,  iu  national  and  local  affairs. 

It  appears,  furthermore,  that  while  General 
Grant  uiay  be  considered  as  a  candidate  for 
another  term,  there  is  nt  least  oue  member  of 
his  Cabinet-- the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  - 
who  aspires  to  the  regular  Republiciiu  nom 
i  nation  iu  1 72.  .fudge  Lewis  I  lent,  a  candi- 
date for  the  new  Southern  liberal  party  tor 
Covernor  of  Mississippi,  in  a  pungent  lptter 
on  the  subject  ,  flatly  says  to  Mr.  flout  well, 
"You  aim  to  be  the  next  President;  in  the 
pursuit  of  your  ambition  you  are  ungrateful 
and  unscrupulous  ;  you  have  denounced  the 
Southern  Conservative  Republicans  who  are 
for  Graut,  that  yon  may  obtain  the  proscrip- 
tive  Republicans  who  are  for  Boutwell,  and 
by  some  strange,  dexterous  management  nnd 
occult,  political  strategy  you  have  so  worked 
upon  the  confidence  of  the  President  as  to 
cause  him  to  flourish  the  club  with  which  you 
iutend  to  break  his  hend,  by  inducing  him  to 
join  you  in  denunciation  of  the  Conservative 
Republicans,  created  by  the  magnanimity  and 
triumphant  through  his  encouragement.  '  In 
other  words,  iu  cutting  this  new  Southern 
party,— Grant  according  to  Dent,  has  beeu 
taken  in  and  done  for  by  Boutwell. 

It  will  be  remembered,  however,  that  Chase, 
as  Lincoln's  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  ploy- 
ed u  much  bolder  game  for  the  succession 
than  anything  that  has  yet  appeared  from 
Boutwell,  but  that  in  the  nominating  conven- 
tion Lincoln  walked  over  the  course  and 
Chase  was  nowhere.  Just  a3  easily  may  Pre 
sident  Grant,  if  now  a  candidate,  supplant  his 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  It  was  done  with- 
out au  effort  on  the  part  of  Lincoln,  nnd  can 
be  done  without  an  effort,  on  the  part  of 
Grant,  even  after  giving  his  Secretary  all  the 
rope  he  may  desire.  Thisintermeddlingof  Mr. 
Boutwell,  however,  in  Southern  politics,  has 
been  bad  iu  every  way,  and  in  any  event  is  no 
longer  wanted  ;  and  he  will  havo  quite  en- 
ough to  do  hereafter  iu  attendiug  to  the  busi- 
ness of  his  department. 

According  to  Judge  Dead  the  Southern 
Conservatives  of  Virginia  and  Tennessee  are 
much  indebted  to  Bontwell  for  their  decisive 
victories.  If  so,  the  Chief  Justice  is  no  doubt 
thoughtful ;  for,  as  it  appears,  he  is  looking  to 
this  new  party  to  lift  him  a  step  higher.  It  is 
given  out  that  Mr.  Chase,  soon  after  the  Vir- 
ginia election,  wrote  a  letter  \they  always  be- 
gin by  writing  letters )  to  a  prominent,  poli- 
tician of  Tennessee,  an  old  friend  of  his, 
wherein  he  expressed  much  gratification  at 
the  defeat  of  the  bitter  enders  in  Virginia 
and  rejoiced  over  the  success  ol  the  Conser- 
vatives ;  that  he  was  hopeful  of  similar  results 
in  Tennessee,  Mississippi  and  Texas,  and 
strongly  hinted  that  in  hi-!  opinion  the  Re- 
publican party  had  -.erred  its  day,  and  that 
the  time  was  at  hand  when  a  new  Conservative 
party  should  be  formed,  amnracing  the  mod- 
erate men  of  all  existing  parties.  This  was 
a  very  good  idea  a  year  or  tw.)  ago,  bnt  now 
the  question  of  the  reshaping  of  our  political 
parties  for  the  succession  13  in  the  hands  of 
General  Grant.  His  first  six  months  in  of- 
fice signify  nothing  towards  the  settlement  of 
this  question.  On  all  the  great  issues  of  the 
day  he  has  still  the  whole  field  before  him, 
and  upon  the  measures  and  results  of  his  ad- 
ministration during  the  next  three  years  the 
questiou  of  the  succession  will  be  deter- 
mined. 

Mr.  Chase,  therefore,  is  too  early  iu  the 
field  with  his  new  party.  In  the  progress  of 
events  it  may  wield  the  lialauce  of  power  be- 
tween the  older  parties  of  the  country,  or  it 
may  be  absorbed  between  them.  Rejected  by 
the  Northern  Democracy  and  repudiated  by 
the  administration,  the  chances  of  this  third 
party  are  somewhat,  dubious,  and  so  are  the 
chances  of  Mr.  Chase.  He  has  been  unfortu- 
nate as  a  pilgrim  for  the  White  House.  He 
had  reason  to  he  hopeful  from  his  first  expe- 
riment, as  a  Republican  in  I860  ;  but  he  show- 
ed his  hand  too  soon  iu  18ti  t,  and  too  soon  for 
the  Tammany  Democratic  Convention  of 
1868.  Those  old  Copperheads  could  not  un- 
derstand his  brilliant  transformation,  though 
Greely  seemed  to  understand  it  and  admire 
it  It  may  be  that  Greely  is  still  an  admirer 
of  Mr.  Chase.  He  certainly  displays  a  re- 
markable leaning  to  this  new  Sonthern  party. 
At  all  events,  we  apprehend  that  Mr.  Chase 
is  too  early  in  the  field  with  his  third  party, 
nnd  that,  done  forwith  the  Republican  party, 
his  association  with  this  new  movement  -will 
only  serve  to  finish  hira  among  the  Northern 
Democracy.  It  was  a  shrewd  remark  of  old 
Colonel  Dick  Johnson,  tbet  the  Presidency  is 
neither  to  be  sought  nor  declined :  and  he 
who  is  too  hot.  npon  the  trail  is  sure  to  be 
thrown  off.  There  may  be  a  chauce  for  the 
Chief  Jnstice  in  a  scrub  raoe,  and  if  General 
Grant  perseveres  in  doing  nothing  we  may 
have  a  scrub  raco  for  the  succession  open  to 
all  comers  The  whole  question  is  in  the 
hands  of  General  Grant—  N.  T.  Herald.

0MMM  " — 1  have  received,  by  the  haiula 
of  the  Chairman,  your  letter  notifying  me 
formally  of  my  nomination  by  the  Demo- 
cratic State  Central  Committee,  as  candidate 
for  the  office  of  Governor,  to  supply  the  va- 
cancy cauaed  by  the  declination  of  General 
Rosecrans.  I  repeat  to  yon  what  I  aaid  to 
the  Committee  by  telegraph — that  if  it  waa 
their  unanimous  opinion,  notwithstanding 
my  views  and  wishes,  that  I  ought,  to  accept 
the  nomination,  I  would  consider  their  re 
quest  as  an  imperative  command  to  make  the 
canvass,  and  I  would  do  so  to  the  beat  of  my 
ability. 

I  presume  it  is  well  known  to  all  who  take 
an  interest  in  these  matters,  that  f  did  not 
desire  this  nomination  1  appreciated  fully 
its  importance ;  I  recognized  the  dignity  of 
the  high  office;  1  believed  your  nominee 
would  be  elected:  but  my  health,  impaired 
by  an  accident,  my  occupations,  and  my  plan 
of  life  for  the  present,  combined  10  pn  veiii 
my  desiring  it. 

The  nomination  of  General  Rosecrans  com- 
manded my  cordial  and  zealous  support. 
When  he  declined,  he-cause  he  had  removed 
from  the  State,  I  was  anxious  for  the  nomi- 
nation of  a  w;se  and  accomp  ished  gentle- 
man, and  eminent  jurist  and  statesman — 
Judge  Ranney,  ur  a  gallant  and  patriotic  sol 
dier.  General  McCook.  or  one  of  the  other 
distinguished  gentlemen  who  had  been  voted 
for  in  the  Convention  ;  but  when  they  all  de- 
clined, and  the  Committee  with  entire  unan 
unity .  and  with  their  eoneui rence.  tendered 
me  the  nomination,  and  with  great  ur- 
gency claimed  my  services.  |  felt  that 
I  had  no  alternative  but  to  accede  to  their 
wishes.
